Dear M . Vowel I: 
Your request for an opinion poses 
the following question: 
"Can an employee of the State 
Department of Publice Welfare legal­ 
ly continue to work for the Depart­ 
ment and receive his State salary 
while at the same time he is active­ 
ly campaigning for the elected posi­ 
tion of City Councilman?" 
Section 31 of Article 695c, V e r­ 
non's Civil Statutes/ applicable to 
the State Department of Public W el­ 
fare , provides: 
"N o officer or employee of the 
State Department (of Public Aelfare) 
shall use his official authority or in­ 
fluence or permit the use of the pro­ 
grams administered by the State De­ 
partment for the purpose of interfer­ 
ing with an election or affecting the 
results thereof or for any political 
purpose. 
No such officer or employ­ 
ee shall take any active part in po­ 
litical management or in political 
campaigns or participate in 
any po­ 
litical activity, except that he shall 
retain the right to vote as he may 
please and express his opinion as a 
citizen on all political subjects. No 
such officer or employee shall solic­ 
it or receive, nor shall any such of­ 
ficer or employee be obliged to con­ 
tribute or render, any service, assis­ 
tance, subscriptions, assessments, or 
contributions for any political pur­ 
pose. 
Any officer or employee of 
the State Department violating this 
Section shall be subject ot discharge 
or suspension or such other disciple- 


should not be considered a "black 
mark" against Garcia.

nary measures as may be provided by 
the rules and regulations of the State 
Department." (Brackets added.) 
Prohibitions such as those contain­ 
ed in the statute quoted above are 
not unusual. The Hatch Act, enact­ 
ed by the United States Congress, 
18 U ,S ,C . S6lh, is an example. The 
obvious purpose of enactments of this 
nature is to prevent any possibility of 
conflict between the personal interest 
of a public employee and his interest 
as an employee of the public . 
In 
UNITED PUBLIC WORKERS V . 
M it c h e ll, 330 u . s. 75 (1947)a t 
IOO the United States Supreme Court 
defined what is prohibited: 
" . . . It is only partisan political 
activity that is interdicted. It is 
active participation in political man­ 
agement and political campaigns. 
Expressions, public or private, on 
public affairs, persona Ii ti es and mat­ 
ters of public interest, not an objec­ 
tive of party action, are unrestricted 
by law so long as the government 
employee does not direct his activi­ 
ties toward party success." 
You stated in your request that it 
is the policy of your Department to 
require an employee to terminate his 
employment with the Department 
during the time such employee is ac­ 
tively engaged in a political cam - 
paign for public office. It is our 
opinion in view of the foregoing pro­ 
visions of the State statute such re­ 
gulation is in harmony with the pro­ 
hibit! ons set out above . 
You are accordingly advised that

Dear Sir: 
In the "Letters to the Edi­ 
tor" section of a recent edl - 
tion of the Hondo Anvil Her­ 
ald I read one of the latest 
of a great number of articles 
and letters submitted over the 
past twenty-five years or so 
regarding our local railroad, 
the Southern Pacific, and it 
seems each one becomes just 
a wee bit more unfavorably 
critical. 
Being just a little confused 
by the almost complete rever­ 
sal in the thinking of our citi­ 
zens, this letter is intended 
as sort of a reminder that The 
Southern Pacific has done 
and continues to do a great 
many things for the City of 
Hondo, Medina County and 
all the citizens living there­ 
in. 
Although it apparently 
doesn't seem to be too well 
known, and very definately 
should be, the Southern Paci­ 
fic is almost entirely respons­ 
ible for there ever even being 
a City of Hondo today, and 
that same city would more 
than likely never have sur - 
vived and grown without the 
many outright gifts, dona - 
dons, services, etc. provid­ 
ed by tills company. 
Now, these same people, 
the ones owning, residing, 
holding office or doing busi­ 
ness all on properties former­ 
ly belonging to the Southern 
Pacific, are advancing some- 
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what childish or outlandish 
thoughts that the Southern 
Pacific is somehow "Tres­ 
passing" through their own 
private little domain and 
squeezing them ou t...There­ 
fore the railroad should pull 
up stakes and "re-locate". 
If these same people 
would take the time to look 
back through some of the old 
tax and land records of the 
city and county, or through 
the real old editions of the 
Hondo Anvil or other publi­ 
cations, they might gain a 
small understanding of what 
the Southern Pacific has been 
doing and continues to do for 
our city and county along 
with these people and the 
other good people of our com­ 
munity. It would also show, 
no doubt, that it is and has 
been we the people who are 
now and have been putting 
the "Squeeze" on the railroad 
No doubt much of the pre­ 
sent day resentment of the 
railroads has been caused by 
the steadily increasing num­ 
ber of crossing accidents and 
the resulting loss of lif e and 
property. There too, no one 
is more sorry about these loss­ 
es than the railroads them­ 
selves and their many locally 
residing train families, friends 
relatives and associates also 
use these crossings often in 
their daily lives and therefore, 
they too, suffer a great deal 
along with everyone else that 
is unfortunate enough to be 
involved in any way with such 
an accident. 
Then too, we must all 
realize that not always is the 
railroad entirely responsible 
for these accidents and do, to 
a great extent, co-operate 
as r ach as possible to furnish 
crossing protection, consider­ 
ing that there are many hun­ 
dreds of crossings over our 
major rail lines. In this re­ 
gard, once again. Southern 
Pacific is tile national leader 
in efforts to provide crossing 
protection for the public, this 
is on the records also. 
Severe speed restrictions, 
crossing gates, flasher and 
other signals are not the en­ 
tire answer either. A supp­ 
ing number of crossing acci­ 
dents have been known to 
happen to people driving 
through crossing gates with 
all the proper signals operat­ 
ing and being struck by a 
train traveling at a speed of 
5 miles per hour! 
Possibly some sort of ed­ 
ucation project is called for 
and could be set up by better 
co-operation of our city, 
county and the railroad and 
through use of newspapers, 
radio and possibly T. V ., to 
let the public, especially 
those residing and working 
near railroads, know of the 
problems and dangers existing 


wherever ralroad crossings are 
located... and keep them a- 
ware of these same dangers 
and problems from day to 
day, and to always use e x ­ 
treme caution at all times 
when passing over or even 
near railroad tracks whether 
they can see and hear a train 
or not. 
Just as an example.. . An 
average of 20-24 trains pass 
through Hondo daily, (not the 
32 as I have seen previously 
reported) some of them pull­ 
ing up to 9000 tons. Under - 
standable, this tonnage can­ 
not possibly be stopped in 
time to avoid an accidnet, un­ 
less the engineer controlling 
the train has quite some time 
advanced warning.. . . TMS 
warning, sorry to say, is al­ 
most never given and this 
man usually has only a very 
few seconds warning and no 
possible way to avoid striking 
what might be ahead of him 
on the tracks. 
If and when each indivi - 
dual learns and remembers 
these facts, we will know 
that we, ourselves, must be 
the ones to stop this sort of 
accident and not always be 
quite willing to blame every­ 
thing on the railroads, just 
because they happen to be 
there.

"Your delivery man left two packages 
with some children playing across the street 
and asked they give them to us when we got 
home." 
"Your brown truck left a package with a 
neighbor down the street." 
"Why did your man leave our packages 
on the back porch?" 
Packages delivered by the "brown bus" 
of the private concern always have written 
on them: 'Return mail guaranteed free" (or 
a reasonable facsimile). 
"W e ll," says Postmaster Muennink,"that 
means returned by the little brown bus, not 
the U .S. Postal Service. When those type 
packages are brought to us we have to 
charge postage on them," 
So, if you. have trouble with package 
delivery by the "little brown bus" don't 
; ump off the deep end and complain to the 
Post Office. They " ain't" the guilty ones I 
I might add, and this is not a quote from 
the Postmaster, the P .O . has enough pro­ 
blems of its own without taking on the "little 
brown bus" also.

16— W h ile rummaging through the displays 
at a recent street fair in M ilw aukee. Jo h n Bartels, director of 
public relations at Cram er-Krasselt Co.. ran across a century- 
old copy of the Stricklan d Alm anac. Among the tidbits of infor­ 
mation in tile 1871 b o o k is the following, sounding rem arkably 
like* advice still heard today: 
“ Advertisers w ill do w ell to ponder the follow ing sensible re­ 
marks. contained in a little book, entitled ‘How to G et M o n ey’: 
‘W hatever your occupation or calling may be, if it needs support 
from the public, advertise it thoroughly and efficiently in some 
shape or other that w ill arrest public attention.
